Can Invalid Prohibition 


WASHINGTON — Levy Mayer of 


Chicago, chief counsel for. the-Asso- 
ciation Opposed to National Prohibi- 
tion, has prepared' a" statement on 
the status ;cf. referendum proceed- 
ings on the prohibition .constitution- 
al amendment and plans for contest-' 
ing the validity of the amendment in 
the United States Supreme court, 
which he eays will be instituted 
when the co'irt convenes in October. 


People'May. Nullify.Act 


Mr. Mayer: takes.-the ground that 


forty-five.-state legislatures, having 
ratified the pr. hibition amendment,, 
it will be void if the people in ten 
of the states where the referendum 
has been instituted should reverse 
the action of their legislatures. _ 


In those states whose, constitutions 


reserve to the people tho rightx of 
referendum there is a provision, in 
substance,, that "all acts, bills, and 
resolutions adopt-d by the legisla- 
ture shall not- take effect until a 
specified time after the legislature 
has adjourned," Mr. Mayer says. 


All Bills are Suspended 


"During that time all such- acts, 


bUls, and resolutions are suspended 
and do not hnve the force of law. 
If during that time the people peti- 
tion for a referendum, the act, bill 
or resolution is entirely suspended 
until the- people bave voted either 
in favor or against the proposition. 
The right of referendum exists in 
fifteen states. 
,j. 


"Petitions for a referendum have 


already been filed in seven of the 
referendum.1 states, and in the others 
the petitions are being circulated 
for signatures of voters and when 
the requisite number has been secur- 
ed, the petitions will be presented to 
the proper officials. After the refer- 
endum petitions have been filed, eith- 
er general or special elections must 
be held. - 
, "To date, legislatures of forty-five 
states have ratified the eighteenth 
amendment. The federal constitu- 
tion requires tlrrty-six states. Rhode 
Island, Conaecticutt and New'Jet-, 
sey have not ratified. If the people 
in ten of the referendum states that 
are included among "the forty-five do 
not approve of the ratification reso- 
lutions of their respective legisla- 
tures, then only thirty-five states 
will have ratified the 
amendment 


and the amendment will not have re- 
ceived the ratification, of the requi- 
site three-fourths, aid,, therefore, 


_ the amendment jwill not have been

EMBERS of the A. E. F. who came home believing that 


thdr opinions and wishes would be treated with respect 


by a grateful country are now learning that aU the assurances 
they received to that effect during the battles on the Marne and 
the Mease were merely war-time pleasantries. 


At that, such assurances were given sincerely enough. And 


it is the soldiers' own fault that these assurances are not to be 
made-good. The trouble is that their opinions and .wishes are 
not of-the right sort. They don't fit in with the Interests and 
prejudices of the men who rule America, or who think they do. 


Whenever the profiteers got a little frightened during the 


war, their favorite newspapers and periodicals made a point of 
cheering them up by promising that the returning soldiers would 
role the roost in this country for the next forty years, and that 
the soldiers would stand no nonsense from Bolsheviks, pacifists, 
demagogues, malcontents, and all the other names that the great 
majority of the American people get themselves called whenever 
they grow fretful under the yoke. 


Now that the soldiers are actually back, and just listen to 


them! Here are a crop of kickers for whom a new formula must 
be invented. They can't be called pro-German. Those gold 
chevrons forbid. And yet they talk for all the world like pro- 
Germans, according to the idea of a pro-German firmly held by 
the American Defense Society and the National Security League; 
For two years a pro-German has been a man-who refused to 
stand and cheer while his house was being robbed "or his consti- 
tutional liberties outraged by subservient politicians. 


Just what does the privileged business community think 


and say today about these men who saved civilization and made 
the world safe for democracy? There is one newspaper in Amer- 
ica that by general agreement speaks in a voice of authority for 
that community,—The New York Times. On its editorial page 
it reflects like a mirror the opinion and prejudices of the men 
who gather in dubs or directors' rooms and decide how the uni- 
verse shall be run.

Although there may'not be Key 


immediate radical change due to flic 
enforcement of the 22 cents an hoirr 
minimum wage'law in Mraiison busi- 
ness and commercial circles, a large 
percentage of girls will be affected. 
This is the opinion of Mrs. Glenn, P. 
Turner, member of the "Wisconsin 
minimum wage board. 
In the report of the "Wisconsin 


Consumers' league for 1913-1918, de- 
clared Mrs. Turner, it was estimated 
that 71 per cent of the women/wark- 
ir.<" in Madison were receiving less 
than $10 a week, while 50 per ceflt 
were receiving less than 59.50. 'this 
estimate, based on an investigation 
which, though not complete, may be 
taken as an indication that a guest 
number of girls -will be affected. 
In most manufacturing concerns of 
the st»te, Mis. Turner believes, em- 
ployers are already living within the 
requirements of the trder, and it u 
the merchants of the small towns 
and a limited number of industries 
that will feel the change most keen- 
ly-

Dyes are improving but the major- 


ity of them a^e yet imperfect and 
not up to the standard of the dyes 
imported from Germany, according 
'to H- Strelow of the -Madison Steam 
and Dye Works. 


"We have some very good reds," 


h« declared, "but we arc having trou- 
ble with bJues, greens and black. 
it depend a grcatkdeal of course on 
the 'goods, wool being easy enough 
to dye, cotton very difficult," • 
Dye manufacturers are experiment- 


ing. constantly and are making good 
dyes but there are not yet many on 
the market, yet, he believes dyes 
made in this country cost two or 
three times as much as those import- 
ed and this fact in conjunction with 
the increased cost of labor, has. rais- 
ed the' price of dyeing 100 per cent 
or more. Before the war the price 
at which the company dyed a 'dress 
was ?2 now it ranges from 34 to $5. 


"We have more dyeing than- we 


Ci.n manage," said
